Our Returned Soldiers 


Prohibition in Russia 


Whe Work of the Canadian Patriotic | Sobriety is Working Wonders in the 


Fund and the Soldiers’ 
Commission 

The establishment of the Soldiers’ 
Aid Commission for Ontario, of which 
the secretary is Mr. C. N. Cochrane, 
Parliament Buildings. Toronto, is the 
first result of the report recently is- 
sued by the hospitals commission, 
and the forerunner of others. 

The care of the soldier who has 
returned to Canada, mutilated or 
weakened as a result of active ser 
vica, is the prime duty of Canadians. 
For some months the Canadian Pat- 
riotic Fund has been endeavoring to 
ensure that the men already back 
from Burope shouki suffer no want. 
This work has been voluntarily un- 
dertaken by local committees of the 
fund, although in most instances their 
time is fully occupied with the task 
of making provision for the families 
ef soldiers. 

Each soldier is interviewed at Que- 
bec by a representative of the Fund 
and a confidential report sent by the 
latter to the patriotic committee of 
the town to which the soldier is go- 
ing This serves the two-fold purpose 
et protecting the fund against the 
greedy or unscrupulous and of giving 
the local committee information that 
ts helpful is finding employment for 
the deserving. Not every man who 
returns to Canada wearing His Maj- 
esty’s uniform is included in the lat- 
ter category, but the great majority 
have done their duty in the fullest 
degree. To the latter it has been the 
privilege of the fund to present a 
emall badge bearing the words, “For 
service at the front.” The men who 
are wearing these badges are the 
worthiest citizens that we can ac- 
knowledge. Like charity, that badge 
should be allowed to cover a multitude 
of sins. 

The work that the Canadian Pat- 
riotic Fund can do for returned sold- 
jers, however, is limited by act of par- 
liament, and it has been specifically 
enacted that mo assistance can be 
given by the fund to “any person who 
is in receipt of any gratuity, pension 
or allowance paid by His Majesty or 
by any foreign government in conse- 
quence of incapacity or death occur- 
ring as aforesaid.” Partly on this 
account and largely because the pen- 
sions and gratuities paid to incapaci- 
tated men are oft-times admittedly in- 

uate, it has been necessary to 
establish a hospitals commission and 
disablement fund. The officials of 
the latter, in their report to the fed- 
eral government, recommended among 
other measures, that provincial com- 
missions be formed for the purpose 
of supplementing these pensions eith- 
er by monetary rgrants or by free 
tral in various trades. The Sold- 
fers’ aid commission of Ontario, as 
we have said above, is the first step 
{n this direction. Already it has an- 
nounced its intention of mobilizing 
the manufacturers of Ontario and we 
do not doubt that the process will be 
facilitated by the manufacturers 
themselves. Ochers also will be asked 
to lend their aid in discharging a 
ereat nationa] duty and there is every 
prospect that in Canada at least the 
traditional tragedy of the returned 
soldier will have no place.

Land of the Czar 


Writing of the recult of prohibition 
in Russia Mr, Waclaw Czerniewski, 
writes in a British paper, . from his 
Own experiences as follows; 

The Russian empire, the least edu- 
eated and least civilized amongst 
the entente powers, first set an ex- 
ample in restricting the sale of drink. 

lt is worth noticing that the entire 
prouibition of alcohol in Russia did 
not meet with any resistance, or even 
any serious protest from the peo- 
ple. It is true that the liberty of the 
Russian press and the-liberty of the 
expression of opinion in Russia can- 
not be compared with those of Kng 
land, 

In spite of this, however, recent 
Russian history gives ample ex- 
amples of protests on various oc- 
casions from the people against gov- 
ernment policy. The abolition of 
monopoly, and even the prohibition, 
have met with the approval of the 
whole Russian nation. The _  peas- 
antry, the working classes, and even 
the well-to-do classes are blessing 
the decision of the Tsar. 

The enormous difficulties of obtain- 
ing liquors produce their due result. 
The nation as a whole is compelled 
to be sober. The number of crimin- 
als, and even the total of diseases, 
instantly diminished to a great ex- 
vent. 

The peasantry, indeed the whole 
nation, is more ana more prosperous, 
National feelings and aspirations 
grow ever deeper. The beneficent 
result of sobriet; in Russia is par- 
ticularly noticeable in the Russian 
army. Again and again I heard 
from Russian officers in the firing 
line the opinion that the Russian 
soldier is a muc’ harder fighter than 
the German because he is always 
sober his energy is not kept up arti- 
ficially, and, consequently, it lasts 
longer than in the case of the Ger- 
mans, 

1 can state on my own personal 
investigations in Galicia that by the 
Russian army in its advance and re- 
treat no atrocities have been com- 
mitted, although the German and 
Austrian press accused the Russian 
army of such misdemeanors. 

It is quite possible that, when a 
million men are fighting, instances 
of theft and unjust verdicts on sus- 
pected spies may occur, but such 
events are extremely rare. And this 
attitude of the army can again be 
attribtued to the sobriety of the sold- 
iers.

A Speech Delivered by Lord Rose-|sir sam Looking for Good Officers for 


bery at Edinburgh 


There have been two great gur The minister, 


prises in this gigantic war. One sur 
prise has been for ourselves and the 
other for the enemy. The surprise 
for ourselves was this, that we could 
not conceive it possible that a great 
civilized country which believed itseig 
to stand at the head of the culture 
of the world, which had achieved a 
prosperity beyond all human dreams, 
swelling in 40 years from 40 millions 
of population to nearly 70 millions, 
which had made a commerce unex- 
ampled in the history of the world, 
having potent armies and potent 
fleets for its defence—we could not 
believe it possible that this nation, 
smiles and with Judas 
kisses—its chief visiting Bngland 
amid the acclamations of a simple j 
hearted people attended by the chief 
of his spies—by a deliberate and in- 
famous conspiracy against the liber- 
ties of the world, was all the time 
plotting a war of which no human 
being can see the limits, but which 
every child can see means the ruin 
and devastation of Burope. We could 
not believe that at the commence- 
ment of this war it would tear up 
a treaty to which its solemn signa- 
ture had been more than once affixed, 
and that it could ravage and devas- 
tate and ruim an innocent kingdom 
which it hopes, in its ravaged condl- 
tion, to add to its empire. We could 
not believe that it would seek, by 
means which I will net characterize, 
to sink passenger vessels containing 
hundreds and thousands of innocent 
travellers, all in the lust of some vite 
idea of conquest which, God helping 
us, will never be fulfilled. (Cheers). 

That was a surprise which was not 
a pleasant surprise—perfidy of ap- 
parent friends, the upreeting of all 
ideas of international honor, the de- 
struction of the basis on which all 
civilization must rest. We were 
called Teuton brothers coming of the 
same stock, bland deputatiens came, 
crowded with oily burgomasters and 
silvery-tongued professors, to preach 
a doctrine of peace and amity and 
brotherhood between twe great em- 
pires. Some of us were not deceived, 
but the most ef us wished to be de 
ceived, and the undeceiving of our 
people has been one of the rudest sur- 
prises of this country. 

The other surprise was for our 
enemies. They had plotted every- 
where, they had planted spies every- | 


where. Prussia has disseminated 
spies everywhere. She thought she 
Was sure of stirring saffection 


everywhere. She has had emissaries 
in India, Egypt, Canada and Aus-| 
tralia. She had everywhere men per- 
fidiously working through newspapers 
and otherwise, all stirring up a spirit 
of disaffection to the Britsh empire. 
What has been the result? From the 
moment war was declared every part 
of the empire leaped up as if by ene 
impulse and rushed to the assistance 
of the mother country. (Cheers), The 
past I have spoken of. When I visit- 
ed Canada, Australia and New Zea- | 
land that sentiment was by ne means | 
so strong. One felt there was not at | 
that time a spirit to make any alarm- 
ing sacrifice for the empire. Gradual- 
ly the sentiment has become warmer 
under the inspiration of far-seeing 
statesmen whe have fostered the 
idea, but no one coul] have believed 
that the Dominions were willing to 
sacrifice their last shilling and last 
man in the defence of the unity of the 
empire. That is the glorious surprise 
eur enemies have unconsciously pre- 
pared for us, that henceforth, ceme 
weal, come woe, the British empire is 
a world-wide fact with which the uni- 
verse has got to deal. So long as we 
stick together—and our union is now 
thickly cemented with bleedshed in 
this war—no danger can happen to us 
which we are not capable of confront- 
ing. (Cheers).

A Baltic Episode 

An attempt by the German de. 
stroyer W182 to capture the British 
steamer Thelma in the Baltic Sea re- 
cently was frustrated by the Swedish 
torepdo boat Pollux. According to one 
account of the affair the British 
steamer was cuased into Swedish ter- 
ritorial waters, and the Swedish boat 
came up as the Germaas were in the 
act of boarding the steamer and 
forced them to return to their ship. 
The Pollux then ran in between the 
two other vessels, and her captain 
informed the Germans that he would 
use ahy means necessary to prevent 
the Thelma being taken away. Both 
warships cleared for action and la 
for some ten minutes opposite eac 
other in ominous silence, when the 
German destroyer suddenly steamed 
away, leaving the Swedish boat in 
possession of the field. 

A Low-Down Trick 

The varied and ingenious ways in 
which the Germans endeavor to lure 
our men to death are shown in the 
following story from the wrenches, 
which was told to a newspaper re- 
presentative: 

“When the —— Regiment took 
some German trenches in the big at- 
tack in September one of the soldiers 
saw a gold chain lying in the bottom 
of the newly-taken enemy trench. As 
he stooped to pick up his prize there 
was an ear-splitting detonation, and 
a part of the trench blew up. 

Bhe Germans had set a deathirap 
by mining the trench and fastening 
the chain as a decoy, so that if any- 
one pulled it the mine would explode. 
The curious part of the story is that 
the man who inadvertenUy exploded 
the mine was not seriously injured. 

He did not even lose the fatal trin- 
ket, which he has brought home to 
England.

They 
were thus plunged straightway and 
unmacclimatized into a species of war- 
fare tetally different from anything 
they had known or trained to. They 
did well under the conditions, but it 
would be useless to pretend that they 
did as well as popular expectaticn 
had anticipated. “ 

“In some impalpable manner it be- 
came known in England that the In- 
dian corps had proved unequl to 
withstand the German onslaughts at 
Neuve Chapelle and Ypres, and Lord 
Roberts’ last visit to France was as- 
sociated in the public mind with a 
mission to try to stiffen the morale of 
the Indian troops. 

“The truth is that early in the 
campaign the Indians did as well as 
could reasonably be expected, and no 
more. Later, when they had grown 
war-seasoned, they proved first line 
tro@ps in the full meaning ofthe term

Int.. cot Taken by Farmers in Breed- 
ing Stock Augers Well For the 
Future of Livestock 
Industry 


At the end of November the activi- 
ties of the Livestock Branch of the 
Provincial Department of Agricul- 
ture in connection with the stock 
distribution policy, had been con- 
cluded. The work last year has been 
carried on most successfully, and 
only the lack of fundg prevents its 
continuation 4 the entire win- 
ter, all of the $60,000 voted for this 
purpose having now been expended. 

“here is an increage in the number 
of cattle supplied this year, In 1914 
“@ total of 463 head were supplied, and 
this year the number is 456. While 
the number of milk cows distributed 
is not as great as last year, it is very 
gratifying to find that the largest 
increase has been in the number of 
western grade females ‘and purebred 
bulls supplied. In 1914 about 75 head 
of western bred grade heifers were 
distributed, while this year over 180 
were sold. The number of bulls has 
risen from 24 in 1914 vo 80 this year. 
The reason for this splendid increase 
was due, no doubt, to the fact that 
an option calling for only a quarter 
cash deposit, instead of the fifty per 
cent, in force before, wags authorized 
early in the spring and added to the 
sale regulations. In no ray. can the 
quality and standard of the Sas- 
katchewan cattle breeding industry 
be raised more quickly and more 
cheaply than by the introduction of 
high class, purebred sirgs, and it 
is believed that next year’s farmers 
and stock breeders in even greater 
numbers’ will avail themselves of 
this opportunity. Only about thirty 
of the bulls were bought in the east, 
the rest being purchased from local 
breeders in the west.

The sold- 
iers seldom recognize her majesty for 
some time, and she takes especial de- 
light in serving them incognito and 
recelv their “thank you, missus,” 
just as it is given*to the other work- 
ers in the canteen, 

Perhaps the best of the Queen's 
customers was a Kentish farmer who 
looked in at the London bridge sta- 
nee canteen one foggy night. He was 
evidently neither a soldier nor sailor, 
aud was distinctly not infirm, But 
somebody whispered to him that the 
Queen Mother was serving coffee. 

He approached one of the other 
waitresses and asked if, supposing 
he gave a little money to the cause, 
the Queen would give him a cup of 
coffee’ with her.own hand. Queen 
Alexandra readily consented. So 
the farmer from Kent had his coffee 
and then, coming inside the counter, 
he wrote a cheque for £5. 

Soon after he took his train for 
Kent and the next thing heard from 
him was in the form of a cheque 
for $250, being money which he had 
raised in subscriptions among his 
neighbors. A fortnight later he ap- 
peared in person with $125 more, and 
declared that he was not going to 
rest until he had brought his total 
contribution up to $1,000.

Cigar Destroys Zeppelin 


Carelessness of Workman Results in 
Loss of One of Germany's Big 
Airships 
Disaster swift and complete has 
overtaken one of the largest and most 

elaborately equipped Zeppelins. 

The vessel concerned was the Z18, 
and the disaster, which resulted in 
two men being killed and eight in- 
jured, occurred at Tendern, West 
Schleswig. The explosion occurred 
when German soldiers were engaged 
in pumping gas or air into the Zep- 
pelin, which had only recently arriv- 
ed, and had been installed in a shed. 

They had not quite finished when 
a violent explosion occurred. The 
Zeppelin caught fire, and was entire- 
ly destroyed. The roof of the shed 
was blown off, and all the windows 
were destroyed. 

The Z18 had only done a single 
trip westward over the island of Sylt 
ve.,ore it was destroyed, dhe shed 
housing the airship had only just 
been completed before the disaster 
occurred, a tew alterations being re- 
quired on the roof, where plaftorms 
originally fixed for anti-aircraft guns 
were being moved aside in accoru- 
ance with a new scheme and placed 
on the ground at the four corners of 
the huge shell, which occupies nearly 
an acre. . 

A number of marines assisted the 
workmen in getting the roof ready, 
and, despite stringent orders to the 
contrary, several men smoked cigars. 
It is reported that one man dropped a 
burning cigar on the top of the en- 
velope of the airship, resulting in an 
immediate explosion, which killed or 
injured ten men, The loss of the Zep- 
pelin was kept profoundly secret and 
is not now knowa to German people.

Escape of British Officer 


Naval Lieutenant Cleverly Gets Away 
From Copenhagen 

Lieut.-Commander Layton, a British 
naval officer, who was interned at 
Oopenhagen, has just made his es- 
cape in exciting circumstances, 

A first he was allowed by the 
Danes a fair amount of liberty on 
parole, but a few days after his in- 
ternment began he went to the com- 
mandant of the barracks and told 
him he wished to take back the word 
of honor he had given not to try to 
escape. 

The command. nt, interpreting this 
4g an intimation that he would en- 
deavor to escape, told Layton that he 
would have to have him very closeiy 
watched. His quarters were placed 
under double guard, and there always 
seemed to be three or four sentries 
watching his movemnets. The pros- 
pect of escape seemed gmall, and, to 
make matters worse, Layton was 
seized with a violent influenza coid, 
which prostrated him for the time 
being. 

Two sentries stood at the door of 
his room, and tkey never seemed to 
relax their vigilance. They were con- 
Stantly looking through th peephole 
in the door of Layton’s room to see 
that matters were all right.

Canteens to be Taken Over 


Will be Managed by Canadian Mili- 
tary Authorities 

The Montreal Gazette's London cor- 
respondent says: 

“An important change is about to 
take place at Shornclitfe and Bram- | 
shott Camps, whereby the canteens | 
and the sale of general supplies will | 
be taken over by the Canadian mili- 
tary authorities, the chief eifect of 
which will be the enrichment of the 
Dominion relief fund for the disabled, 
and the patronage, so far as possibie, 
of Canadian products and manutactur- 
ers. At present the canteens are in 
the hands of civilian contractors 
whose profits have been considerable. 
It is not intended to reduce prices be- 
low the ordinary commercial scale, 
thus allowing profits which the suth- 
orities here consider that the good 
pay of the Canadian soldiers enable 
tnem to pay fair prices, by which they 
themselveg, if disabled, may benetit 
in future years. The management of 
the canteen and supplies will fall up- 
on the department of supplies and 
transport, of which Col. McRae is 
chief at Shornecliffe, It is anticipated 
that the Canadian relief fund will 
benefit by a large figure annually un- 
der the scheme, 

“It is the feeling of the authorities 
here thatahe future of many soldiers 
may be very dark as compared with 
their present good circumstances; in 
fact, certain officers express the opin- 
ion that the extravagance of many of 
the men should be checked by com- 
pulsory payment into the reserve ac-
